Its most effective work is done on} 
the eyes of our men. Exposure ‘to 
the gas, which will produce only 
minor irritation to the throat and 
lufigs, sometimes will cause, after a 
delay of a few hours, a: blindness 
which continues for days. Every 
type of gas mask, however, has ef- 
fective goggles to protect the eyes. 
The great protection against gas is 
to see that the alarm is given the in- 
Stant the gas is detected and to see 
that every man has his mask on be- 
fore he has inhaled any of the poi- 
soned atmosphere. It is of the high- 
est importance that no air be taken 
in between the alarm and the don- 
ning of the mask. Some men adjust 
the mask in five seconds. None re- 
ouires more than 20 seconds. In some 
outfits the officers are training the 
men to put on the mask with the 
eyes closed, and this improvement 
may become general.

Opposition by Reed. 

- -€¢pposition to the bird treaty and 
the law making it effective has chief- 
ly come from Missouri. Senator 
Reed has been the arch enemy of 
this legislation. He once stated in 
a debate o nthe bill that an egret's 
plume was vastly preferable on a 
pretty woman's hat to wasting jits 
beauty on the bird itself somewhere 
m the wilderness. That sentiment 
may be said to have passed the bill 
in Congress, arousing as it did the 
lovers of birds everywhere, as well 
as those who value the meconomi- 
cally. The Department of Agricul- 
ture has strongly urged Congress to 
pass the blil as a war measure be- 
cause of its importance to agricul- 
ture. Scientists gave Congress much 
astonishing information of the value 
of birds to the farmer. — 

The opposition from Missouri has 
not sought to combat the represen- 
tations as to the economic value of 
birds.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Govern- 
ment taxes gathered from a wide va- 
riety of sources every month are 
barely: sufficient, if levies on incomes 
and excess profits are excluded, to 
pay war expenses for two days of 
the month. This was shown today 
by a detailed treasury report of tax 
collections for April, giving the 
yield of ordinary war taxes for that 
month as $93,700,000. Government 


expenses now are running nearly 
$50,000,000 a day. 

Corporation income and excess 
profits taxes collected in April were 
$127,614,000, and individual income 
and excess profits receipts were $41,- 
721,000, making a total of $169,335,- 
000 from these sources. This repre- 
sented only a small amount com- 
parative with the $2,000,000,000 or 
more which will be collected within 
the next 10 days. \~ 

Other minor sources of revenue 
are shown by the following Aprii 
collections: From whisky and other 
spirits, $32,711,000; tobacco, $15.- 
088,000; beer and other fermented 
liquors, $11,236,000; freight taxes, 
$6,768,000; passenger ticket taxes, 
$6,087,000; theater admissions, $3.- 
988,000; automobiles and motor, cy- 
cles, $3,429,000; estates, $4,794,000; 
express taxes, $1,275,000 taxes on 
telephone and telegraph messages, 
$1,305,000. ; 

Luxurious Travel Increases. 

Although the ‘8 per cent tax on 
passenger tickets brought in nearly 
a third more than in the month pre- 
vious, indicating more travel, the 19 
per cent tax on Pullman seats and 
berths yielded 20 per cent less than 
in March. This showed a falling off 
in use of luxurious cars in traveling, 
owing probably to the curtailment 
by the railroad administration of 
parlor and sleeping car schedules. 

The tax collections indicated that 
the nation’s theater bill for April 
was nearly $40,000,000, but this was 
$4,000,000 less than in March. The 
sale of playing cards also apparently 
declined, for tax receipts from the 
stamps affixed to each pack were 
one-sixth smaller.

Hearings Begun by House Commit- 
tee. 

Hearings preliminary to framing a 
new war revenue bill designed to 
raise one-third of the nation’s ex- | 
penses by taxation were begun by | 
the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee today. Thomas O Marvin, of 
Boston, representing the Home Mar- 
ket Club, the first witness, advocated 
raising several million dollars moro 
revenue by increased import duties. 

Benjamin C. Marsh, of the Farm- 
ers’ National Committee on War Fi- 
nance, asked a heavier tax on in- 
comes and Representative Albert 
Johnson, of Washington, presented 
a plan for graduated taxes on sec- 
ond class mail matter. 

Marsh said that during the war no 
patriot would want an income of 
more than $50,000. 

“On the. basis of 1916 income tax 
returns, if we take all incomes over 
$50,000, some 9199 persons would 
pay $1,680,000,000," he said. “A 
heavy tax on lower incomes would 
yield approximately $1,800,000,000. 
From income taxes, therefore, at 
least $3,480,000,000 can be secured. 

“During 1916 the net taxable in- 
come of corporations in the coun- 
try was nearly $8,700,000,000, at 
least half of which should be taken. 
From these two sources, therefore, 
approximately $8,000,000,000 can be 
secured, since excess profits are 
much larger this year than in 1916. 
This is in addition to the $2,000,000,- 
000 in receipts from miscellaneous 
sources.” 

Levy on Cotton Proposed. 

Marvin said that in England the 
total revenue from import duties in 
‘this year would reach $460,000,000 
or $10.25 per capita, while in the 
United States they would amount to

“If I may, without impropriety, 
offer a suggestion as to the revenue 
measure,” wrote the Secretary, “I 
should recommend: 

(1). That one-third of the cash 
expenditures to be made during 
the. fiscal year ending June 30, 
1919, be provided by taxations Ac- 
cording to my estimates this would 
involve raising $8,000,000,000 
through taxation . 

(2). That a real war profit tax 
at a high rate be levied upon all 
war profits. This tax should be 
super-imposed upon the existing 
excess profits tax in such a way 
that the taxpayer should be re- 
quired to pay whichever tax is the 
greater. The existing excess 
profits tax should be amended in 
certain important particulars 60 
as to remove inequalities. 

(3). That there should be a 
substantial increase in the amount 
of normal income tax upon so0- 
called unearned incomes. Under 
existing law earned incomes above 
certain exemptions are taxed four 
per cent as an income tax and 
eight per cent as an excess profits 
tax, making a total of 12 per cent, 
while unearned incomes, derived 
from. securities, etc., are taxed 
only four per cent. The eight per 
cent tax should be recognized as 
an income tax and the rate of 12 
per cent (four per cent normal 
and eight per cent excess profits) 
should be retained in respect to 
earned incomes, while a higher 
rate than 12 per cent should be 
imposed on unearned incomes. 

(4). That heavy taxation 
imposed upon all luxuries. 


Reacting Accrued War Profits. 

Explaining his ideas for a new 
tax to reach actual profits made out 
of the’ war, McAdoo wrote: 

“The existing excess profits tax 
does not always reach war profits. 
The rates of excess profits taxation 
are graduated and the maximum is 
60 per cent. In Great Britain there 
is a flat rate of 80 per cent of all 
war profits. The Government de- 
partments, under great pressure as 
they are to get necessary war mate- 
rials and supplies with the utmost 
expedition, cannot in the nature of 
things fix their prices nor guard 
their contracts in such a way as to’ 
avoid the possibility of profiteering. 
The one sure way is to tax away the 
excessive profits when they have 
been realized. 

“I do not say this in a spirit of 
criticism of the corporations. or 
business men of the country who 
have for the most part loyally sup- 
ported the Government. In entering 
into war contracts they take grave 
risks. They are called upon to make 

' vast expenditures of capital for pur- 
poses which may prove unproduc- |. 
' tive after the war. They.are not to 
be blamed in these’ circumstances 
for asking for prices and terms 
which cover those risks. On the! 
| other hand, when the risk has been 
liquidated by proper allowances and 
the contract has proved profitable, . 
| the Government should take back in 
taxes all profits above a reasonable 
reward. 

“Of course, no one objects to 
reasonable profits on the contrary, 

' everyone should want, and I am 
sure does want, business and enter- 
prise to be rewarded with reason- | 
able, or even liberal profits. Pros- | 
| perity should be preserved and can. 
be preserved, I believe, on the basis | 
| of reasonable profits.’’ |

War Work for Convicts. 


®e the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I think the time is opportune to make 
preparations for the employment of the 
inmates of our prisons and reformatories 
in connection with the conduct of the war. 
Man power is certainly needed and it 
seems to me absolute waste to have our 
prisons and reformatories all over. the 
country filled with a large number of men 
end boys practically idle or generally oc- 
cupied in useless or nonproductive occu- 
pations, getting perhaps worse instead of 
better by their stay in prison, consuming a 
large quantity of food, clothing and other 
material, and producing practically noth- 
ing, few of them self-sustaining, drawing 
upon the resources of the State and the 
cities, requiring a large number of keep- 
ers, guards and attendants of all kinds, 
and using considerable space and facilities 
in institutions which could be put to much 
better use for hospitals and other purposes, 
particularly during the war. It also seems 
to be unreasonable to exempt the prisoners 
from all war service, while those outsides 
of prisons are suDject to draft into the 
army, navy and aviation service and other 
responsible and often arduous occuaptions. 

Now, the question is whether it could be 
arranged that a large number of the in- 
mates of prisons and reformatories could 
be made useful for service in the war or 
for service generally for the benefit of 
the public and indirectly for’their own 
benefit by bringing them back into natural 
conditions and surroundings, and at the 
same time thereby release the attendants 
and others occupied in taking care of the 
prisons and their inmates for outside serv- 
ice where they are so greatly needed, and 
also to release the prisons and reforma- 
tories themselves for’ use to the public or 
for war purposes, such as hospitals, etc. 

There are two main difficulties which 
have to be considered: 

Firstly, the danger of Seterioratizie the 
quality of the army and navy. I do not 
think this is as bad as it may appear, and 
with proper management this difficulty 
could be overcome. A large percentage 
of the prisoners could be used behind the 
lines to do some of the hard work outside 
of actual army and navy service. The 
plan as outlined later in this letter ‘does 
not contemplate the indiscrimindte placing 
vf all prisoners in the army and navy or 
even in work difectly pertaining to same, 
out it is to be decided upon careful inves- 
tigation by competent boards which pris- 
oners it would be safe to thus withdraw 
from prisons and put into Government 
service, such boards to determine what 
particular part of the service they are fit 
for and should be uséd for. 

The second difficulty is that, in putting 
prisoners into mines, factories and other

industrial work, they should not interfere 


with the regular labor, but that matters 
should be so adjusted that labor is protect- 
ed and the whole thing handled to the sat- 
isfaction of labor and the labor unions. 
The services of the National Committee on 
Prisons and Prison Labor, of which I am 
president and Mr. Samuel Gompers, vice 
uresident, would be at the disposal of thé 
Government, if desired, to work out this 
lattey problem. 

As I said before, high-grade boards 
should be appointed either by the Presi- 
dent or the persons whom he would des- 
‘nate, such boards perhaps to consist of 
-he Warden or the head of each prison or 
reformatory, one or more of the Judges 
wko committed the prisoners, or any other 
Judges of the higher courts, and say three 
cther men, or in some cases partly women, 
to whom this important function could be 
entrusted because of both their undoubted 
etanding and ability. Such boards could 
i1ecide which of the prisoners it would 
safe to release for these purposes and ih 
what capacity they should serve the Gov- 
ernment, whether in the army, navy, avia- 
tion service or for work behind the lines, 
or ih the mines, munition factories or 
other industrial service, and particularly 
olso in farming work. If such arrange- 
nent is carried out, the best-equipped pe- 
nal institutions could be released for Gov- 
ernment hospitals and similar uses.

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PUTTING WATERWAYS TO WORK. | 

The first definite recognition of the value of 
waterways in the war crisis and the necessity 
of using them to relieve car shortage and coal 
shortage comes from the War Department, which 
has ordered the dredging and improving of the 
Illinois and Michigan canal to six foot depth 
for barge traffic. 

The order of the War Department which will 
be carried out at once is of vital significance 
and importance in the plan of utilizing the Mis- 
sissippi Valley waterways. The purpose of the 
work is to open a navigable waterway to the Mis- 
sissippi River and thus connect the great lakes 
with the Mississippi. The canal will provide for 
the transportation of 1,000,000 tons of freight 
which will release 20,000 cars. It will offer an 
outlet to Northern traffic which would otherwise 
have to go to the congested East. It will help 
to maintain the coal supply for Northern in- 
dustries. 

The greatest value of the canal, however, will 
depend upon the utilizing of the Mississippi. If 
the canal is to be dredged and supplied with 
barges to connect with the Mississippi it is im- 
perative that the Mississippi be kept in prime 
navigable condition and supplied with boats 
and barges. The two transportation plans are 
inseparably linked together and the Mississippi 
should be made to co-operate with the canal 
when the latter is ready for navigation. The 
Mississippi leads to the coal fields. The question 
now is not whether the Mississippi shall be uti- 
lized, but how soon can it be put to work with 
modern equipment, 2 
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$75,000,000 FOR THE Y. M. C. A. 

The behavior of the Y. M. C. A. army workers 
in the new drive for the Marne was no less ad- 
mirable than in the sinking by a U-boat of the 
Oronsa, on which a large company of these work- 
ers were proceeding to Europe. 

Some idea of what the omnipresent Y. M. C. A. 
man is doing at the front can be gained from the 
facts that back of the 45-mile line on which the 
attack began, more than 100 Y. M. C. A. huts 
were located, centers of entertainment and of the 
supply of small comforts for the soldiers. It is 
not difficult to visualize the scenes about these 
centers when shellfire began to destroy the tem- 
porary structures and the workers, mingled with 
soldiers, retired before the advancing Germans 
with as much of the association chattels as they 
could carry. Their movement back must have 
been no less orderly than that of the fighting 
units. They methodically burned their ware- 
houses, filled with many things of usefulness to 
soldiers and all supplied through American gen- 
erosity, to prevent the valuable contents from 
benefiting the enemy. Two secretaries, the Rev. 
Halliday Smith of Nyack, N. Y., and Hadley Cooper 
of Piermont, N. Y., met the death of heroes in 
the fighting. This, it must be remembered, was 
in a part of the front where the French predom- 
inated. Americans, for whose especial benefit the

few. / |

Next in fatuousness to peevish criticism di- 
rected at past stumbling is the fatuousness of 
laborious denials that there has been stumbling 
and far-fetched excuses for it. The thousands of 
men called to supervisory capacity by war needs 
may be equal in good intentions and patriotism, 
but they are not all equal in effectiveness. _ There 
has been stumbling, sqme of it depressing and 
hardly excusable. This should be frankly ad- 
mitted.

If the record is examined it will be found that 
the stumbling of the past has invariably been 
made a lesson on ways of avoiding future stumb- 
ling.

A great highway running from St. Louis to 
the Mexican border.is the interesting project 
made a feature of the discussions at the Ozark 
Trails Association’s 1918 meeting, held at 
Miami, Okla. 

It may be that little more can be done while 
the war lasts than to make surveys, locate 
the route of the proposed road and decide on de- 
tails of the. plan. But it is a project whose value 
should be continously impressed on the public 
mind and it should be brought to completion at 
the earliest possible moment when it can be done 
without diversion of energy and means from 
other national engagements. 

In the whole history of the good roads move- 
ment no project has ever been advanced of 
greater importance to St. Louis. It will link in 
its progress to the border a great stretch of 
St. Louis’ natural territory, now accessible only 
over poor roads. An excellent highway for auto- 
mobiles and motor trucks to the southern edge 
of the country will have possibilities in promot- 
ing social and commercial intercourse not ex- 
ceeded by those of important railroad trunk 
lines as the restoration of Mexico goes on with 
increasing speed. 

If extended in a highway of like quality on the 
Mexican side of the line a great inter-republic 
thoroughfare inviting a busy stream of traffic 
would be provided. The adventure of a transcon- 
tinental trip by motor car to the Pacific coast 
has attractions that appeal to thousands. The 
adventure of a trip in which the tourist would 
be brought into contact with the best in jAwo 
republics would have even greater attraction 
and interest. 

The dream of a quarter of a century ago was 
for a Pan-American railroad. The realization of 
that dream now awaits the construction of only 
a few short links. A Pan-American highway can 
have a usefulness almost as great and ought to 
be made a reality in a much shorter time. 
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The extra work of the conductors in handling 
the new 6-cent fares would seem to offset at least 
a portion of their promised increase in wages. 
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JUGO-SLAV HELP FOR ITALY. 

Jugo-Slav-Americans assure Congress that if 
their technical disabilities as subjects of Austria, 
and hence enemy aliens, are removed and they 
are permitted to serve under the United States 
flag half a million of them will enlist in the 
American forces. . 

Pass the bill giving the sanction of Congress, 
abolish the double hyphen and send the half- 
million men, when enlisted and equipped, to fight 
on the Italian front. 

In no other theater of the war are they more 
needed or capable of giving better service. A 
brigade or more of Jugo-Slav deserters from the 
armies of Emperor Charles are already fighting 
for the’ Entente on that front. They fraternize 
with the Italians, who are committed to support 
of their national aspirations. They face the cer- 
tainty of being shot if taken prisoners, but they 
have a deep resentment against the Vienna Gov- 


‘ernment and all its works and fight with dismay- 


ing results to the Austrians, according to the 
testimony of press correspondents. 

We have a duty toward Italy. We can per- 
form it through the agency of these Jugo-Slavs. 
If they want to fight Hohenzollernism and Haps- 
burgism, with particufar attention to the latter, 
no reason exists why they should not be per- 
mitted to fight.

JUST A MINUTE 
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HOSE of us who cannot go to France and 
fight are going to learn a good deal in the 
next few months about owr part in the 

war,’’ Mr. Antwine said. 

‘*Our part in the war has had to wait until the 
Government could get around to it: It has first had 
to get an army together and supply its needs. That 
task, great as it has been, seems now to be pretty well 
in hand. We have some three-quarters of a million 
fighting men in Europe, and we are substantially 
adding to that number every day.

TOTAL WHEAT CROP 
931,000,000 BUSHEL 


Government Estimate Compares 
With 651,000,000 Bushels 
Raised Last Year. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Production 
of 931,000,000 bushels of wheat this 
year was forecast today by the De- 
partment of Agriculture from June 1 
conditions. The winter wheat crop 
was estimated at 587,000,000 bushels 
and spring wheat production at 344,- 
000,000 bushels. Winter wheat condi- 
tion, was 83.8 per cent of a normal. 
Spring wheat condition was 95.2, and 
the acreage 22,489,000. 


Production of oats was forecast at 
1,500,000,000 bushels, the acreage 44,- 
475,000 and the condition $3.2. 

Barley production was 235,000,000 
bushels; acreage 9,108,000 and condi- 
tion 9.5. 

Rye production was 81,000,000 bush- 
els, and condition 83.6. 

Hay production was 107,000,000 
tons, condition 89.0; pastures condi- 
tion 92.5. 

Apple production was 203,000,090 
bushels; condition 69.8. 

Peach production was 42,900,000 
bushels; condition 52.0.

With the American people asta 
the least amount of wheat possible 
and sending to Europe every bit they 
can spare, the size of this year’s crop 
will determine the extent to which 
wheat will be available for home 
use until the 1919 harvest. 

The Government had hoped for a 
billion bushel crop and while con- 
ditions for winter wheat have not 
been the best, a crop of that size 
may yet be realized. 

Almost ideal weather conditions 
have prevaileq during much of the 
spring growing season and it was 
felt today’s forecast would show an 
increase in the estimated production 
of winter wheat, which is growing on 
the largest acreage ever planted to 
that crop. A large increase in the 
acreage of spring wheat, announced 
today for the first time, was looked 
for, and the condition of that crop 
was expected to be excellent. 

A forecase of 572,539,000 bushels of 
winter wheat was made last month, 


the report showed the plant to be 
86.4 per cent of a normal. Last year 
on June 1, it was 70.9 and the crop 
was 418,900,000 bushels, while the 10- 
year average condition is 80.8, and 
the production average 552,000,900 
bushels. 

Spring wheat produced last year 
was 233,000,000 bushels and the con- 


10-year average is 257,000,000 bush- 
els and the condition, 93.7. Last 
year’s acreage was 18,511,000 acres. 

Oat production last year was 1,587,- 
000,000 bushels and the condition on 
June 1 was 88.8, while the 10-year 
average is 1,296,000,000 bushels and 
the condition 89.4. Last year’s acre- 
age was 43,572,000 acres. 

Barley production last year was 
209,000,000 bushels and the June 1 
condition 89.3, while the 10-year aver- 
age is 202,000,000 bushels and the con- 
dition 99.4. Last year’s acreage was 
8,835,000 acres. 

Rice production last year was 60,- 
145,000 bushels ang the June 1 con- 
dition 84.3, while the 10-year average 
is 44,500,000 bushels and condition 
89.6. The May forecast when the con- 
dition was 89.6 indicated 82,629,000 
bushels this year. 

Hay production last year was 94,- 
$00,000 tons nd the June 1 condi- 
tion 85.1 vas the 10-year average
